DEATH CLOSES 


NOTABLE CAREER 


DAVID LEE WAS FOR FIFTY-TWO 


YEARS CONNECTED WITH 


THE B. f: O. 


His Death at Zanesville, Due to Infirm- 


ities of Old Ane is -Most Deeply 


Mourned. 


Zanesville, O., June 30—David Lee. 


sod 75, one of the best known railroad 


52 years in the employ of the B. & O. 
railroad company, died here last even- 
ing. 
To Zanesville people David Lee 


was known as being connected with 
the D. & O. railroad. He entered the 
employ of this railway corporation at 
Baltimore and until death, a period of 
mcie than 52 years, served them faith- 
fully and with merit. 


During the past tew years Mr. Lee 


had been consulting engineer ct the 
entire B. & O. system. He maintained 
his residence in this city, as he had for 
mauy years past. 


In years past the deceased had been 


prominently identified with manufac- 
tories in Zanesville. 
At the 
time 


Death's angel summoned him yester- 
day he was president of the Mosaic 
Tile company, also officer in several 
other local companies. 


Mr. Lee was also a prominent stock- 


holder in the 
Un'on 
National banlc 


and in the Courier company. Many of 
the earlier 
industries 
received 
his 


financial support, Irs wise 
counsels 


and business reasonings. 


David Lee found time for the up- 


building ot his fellow citizens the en- 
joyment of society. While still a resi- 
dent of Baltimore, Aid., he joined the 
Independent Order of Red Men. Here 
he also joined the Improved Order of 
Odd Fellows. Upon removing to this 
city he joined Musklngum lodge, No. 
28 
Of this he is past grand officer. 


Howard Encampment, 
1. • O. O. F., 


also numbered Mr. Lee as one of its 
members. He 'was also a member of 
the Lodge of Amity. No. 5, F. & A. M., 
and of Hope Council, Royal Arcanum. 


One public office received the serv- 


ives of" Mr. Lee during his long and 
useful life. This was membership an 
the Falls township board of edueatiJTh. 
The present school house at Park and 
Amelia streets is the result of the la- 
bors, oi David Lee and Jacob Moore. 


Mclnlire Terrace, which is now stich 


a prominent residence district, was for 
many years known as little more than 
the home of David Lee. 
He was the 


first Zanesville citizen to build in this 
district. The present Lee- homestead 
occupies,the site of Mr. Lee's first res- 
idence. 


In connection with the business and 


operations of the B. & O. railroad; the 
career of Mr. Lee was but a series of 
successes. He was born in Baltimore, 
Mil., December 11, 1S30. When but 8 
years of age he lost his lather by 
death. This gave the responsibility of 
his mother and two'younger sisters to 
him alone. 


In 1851 Mr. Lee, then a young man, 


entered the employ of the B. & O. rail- 
road company as carpenter in the rail- 
way shops at Mt. Clair. From this po- 
sition he advanced to the construction 
of bridges, buildings and water tanks 
along the road. 


The Central 
Ohio railroad was at 


that time operating between Columbus 
and Bellaire. 
Mr. Lee accepted the 


position of supervisor of bridges, build- 
ings, etc., with this road. On Decem- 
ber IS, 18G9, the B. & O. leased this 
road, Mr. Lee at that time taking up 
permanent residence in this city. The 
young man soon became master of the 
roadway. In 1869 he was made master 
of the "Lake Erie division, then just 
acquired by the B. & O. From here he 
went to the Strait&ville division of the 
B. & O. 


Tn 1873 Mr. Lee 
became identified 


with the 
Chicago division and 
re-

grave in the ancient 
burial ground 


here by the war department and the 
Patriotic Order of the Sons of Ameri- 
ca. The national herone who was 
lately refused a monument through the 
wielding of the veto act by Pennsyl- 
vania's governor on, an appropriation 
for that purpose, inspired the Ameri- 
can patriots with courage in the bat- 
tle of Monmouth, June 23, 1778, by 
jumping to her slaughtered husband's 
position at a cannon in the forefront 
of the battle, and, although captious 
critics have assailed her memory by 
reference to alleged coarseness of the 
remarkable woman's nature and habits 
her place as the feminine type of the 
"Spiri* of '76" is acknowledged by his- 
torians. 


Forty years ago the -country was 


torn by disputes as to the resting place 
of "Sergeant" Molly, six states claim- 
ing the honor of holding her mortal 
remains in their soil, but Carlisle in- 
disputably proved that she was buried 
here. Efforts have lately been made
